A TIDAL WAVE. 


Much Damage to Shipping on tlie 


North Atlantic Coast. ' 


Hundreds of Houses Are Flooded or 


Swept-Out to Sea. 


Climax Pot on Four Days of Ellzr.ard—Ter- 


rific Gales Accompany the Big Tide, 


Which Seemed to Strike the Whole 


Coast, at About the Same Time. 


BOSTON, Feb. 11.—A tidal wave swept 


the North Atlantic; coast from Long 
Island to Cape "Bri: ton Friday, doing- 
an enormous amount of damage to 
shipping and short: property. It put 
a climax on four days of blizzard- and 
intense cold, and when sailors saw -it 
coming, they decided that they might 
as well give up trying to save property 
and look out for thair lives. 


The -wave seemed to 'strike 
the 


whole coast at abo«t the same time. 
In, protected harbors it -was mani- 
fested by rapidly rising tides, but in 
exposed places it came on with a rush 
and a roar. 


At Gloucester the wave -came' into 


the harbor like an ice-capped wall, 
flooding wharves and buildings and 
throwing the fleet at anchor into wild 
confusion. 
Many vessels were in col- 


lision, and one was driven ashore. 


In the outer harbor a fleet of vessels 


had ridden out the northwest blizzard 
of snow, and was waiting- a favorable 
wind to go to sea. At 4 o'clock the 
wind hauled out to southwest, and 
the whole harbor was exposed to its 
snap. 


The tide began to rise suddenly, and 


at S a. m, the tidal wave swept in. 


Facing the inner harbor is a point of 


land known as the Fort, on which 
there is a large number of fishing- 
firms and tenement houses, continuing- 
on along the pavillion beach on Wes- 
tern avenue, on which there are a 
large number of residences. 
The 


•people around this vicinity early be 
came aware of the condition of things. 


The wa%-es lashed to an enormous 


height, and beat fiercely against their 
dwellings. They were awakened sud- 
denly, and were forced to flee for their 
lives. 


When.the tidal wave swept in the 


hands had collected near the Fort and 
pavilion 
beach a.westricken by the 


scene. 


As the great wave approached above 


the level of the wharves out at sea. 
there came a cry of warning from the 
crowd, and "Run for your lives!" was 
passed along the line. The crowd fled, 
and none too soon, 'for the water caine 
on with resistless force. * 


The enormous body of water struck 


the line o'f wharves and buildings 
along the fort, and completely gutted 
them. The.planks and piling were 


i torn up like straw and buildings gut- 
ted in the twinkling of an eye. 


The water poured in over the fort 


into Commercial street 
and Beach 


street. Cellars and ground floors are 


1 completely 
flooded. 


Along Western avenue, where is a 


substantial sea wall, the waves broke 
with.tremendous., force. In the outer 
hajbor the scene was thrilling be: 
yond description. 
Fully 50 vessels 


nestled closely together with their 
crews. At first one could be-seen ris- 
ing on the crest of a high wave, then 
it would dive out of sight into a great 
hollow in the trough of the sea- Then 
a vessel would break adrift from the 
anchorage and be blown down on an- 
other.

It is not strange that they did 
not see La Gascogne, for on the gener- 
ally accepted assumption that she is 
seriously disabled she would, in all 
likelihood, have been driven far out of. 
her own course and that of the other 
liners long before any of the three 
steamers passed that way. 


One of La Gaseosyna's sister ships, La 


Normandie, will -probably arrive Mon- 
dav. 
She is more likely than: the 


steamers of the other lines to bring1 
-news of La Gascogne, for she sailed 
from Havre the day before La Gascogne 
was due in New York, and, conse- 
quently, her officers know nothing- of 
that steamer's- dehtention.

La Touraine. on the contrary, which 


is now five days out for the Azores and 
the Mediterranean, will use every ef- 
fort to get track of the missing ship. 
The missing French liner is now eight 
days overdue, and has been out sixteen 
days in all.- 


The Taormina, from Hamburg, is al- 


BO late, having been out 
nineteen 


days. Her ordinary running .time is 
sbrteen or seventeen days, but she has 
sometimes taken as long as twenty- 
one. The Wittekind, from Bremen, is 
at least two days overdue, and the 
Llandaff City, from Swansea, January 
22, is also late. 


Agents for the other steamship lines 


express confidence in the ultimate safe- 
ty of the La Gascogne. 
"There was a good deal of speculation 


among shippers as to the nature of the 
mishap which all are now agreed must 
have befallen La Gascogne. It is hoped 
that it is nothing, more serious than a 
derangement of her machinery, and 
the most common accident of this 
kind is the breaking of the shaft. 
The}7 recall any number of ships to 
which this has happened within the 
last few years. 


If the engines are stopped in time to 


prevent the broken end from thresh- 
ing about and damaging or crashing- 
through the ship's hult, the accident 
is not necessarily a serious one in the 
sense of involving-, peril to human life. 
It is certain, however, to delay the 
Bhip for a number of days. 


The famous .break in the Umbria's 


shaft, which kept her out two years- 
ago for a week after she was due, is a 
case~ in point. The passengers were 
never in any real danger after the en- 
gines were stopped and repairs begun, 
except from the possibility of being 
run down while, d'rifting. 


The Umbria sailed on December 18, 


1S93, and was not heard of again until 
December 29. She was then four days 
overdue. On that date the Moravia 
came into port with the news that she 
had sighted her on December 21', when 
she was pursuing her usual course. 


The accident' happened on December 


23, due east of Sable island. A few 
hours after she was met by the Bohe- 
mia, 
bound east, which undertook to 


tovr her into port. After proceeding 
thirty-six 
miles the towing cable 


parted and the Bohemia was compelled 
to go on her way alone. On December 
30 the Galileo arrived in New York, 
reported that she had sighted the 
Dmbria on Christmas Day 705 miles 
out 
She was lying to. and signaled 


that ^she was not under command, 
that is. ""as unable to steer. 
She 


did not ask for assistance, and on De- 
cember 31, the day after the Galileo's 
arrival, she reached port under her 
own steam. 


La Gascogne is* a four-decked screw 


steamer, and was built in 1SS6 at La 
Sevne, near Toulon, by the Soeiete des 
Forges et Chan tiers de la .Mediterranee. 
She°is 480 feet in length, 52.3 in breadth 
and 31.1 in depth. Her tonnage is 
6,000. and her engines can develop 10,000- 
horse power. She has 11 water tight 
collision bulkheads, and carries 22 life- 
boats.

La Gascbirne carried four .masts, but 
last Mav she was .overhauled at St. 
Nazaire and two of her masts were 
taken out.

Income Tax Returns. 


Since the income tax 1ms become a 


reality and will be collected, it will be 
of interest to know a few of its most 
important details as they will apply to 
our readers who are fortunate enough 
to have an income of over 83,500, or are 
interested in any corporation. 


Persons required to make returns are 


of two classes. Individuals having an 
income of $3,500 and. all corporations 
not exempted, but all guardians, trus- 
tees and persons and corporations act- 
ing in any fiduciary capacity are re" 
quired to make returns for their wards 
or persons for whom tuoy act. 
Keourns 


of individuals must be made on form 
No. SOS, and of corporations on form 
No. 800. These forms can be obtained 
of the collectors or deputy collectors 
of the district in which the tax payer 
lives. The returns are made in the 
revenue district in which the individual 
is a resident or the corporation does 
business. 


The law as passed Aug. 28, 1894, re- 


quired the returns to be made by March 
1, 1S95, but' by recent act of congress 
the date has boon changed to April 15, 
1805, for this year only. 


Full and complete instructions are 


given on the blank forms for making- 
out the returns, which will be furbished 
to the tax payers by the collectors and 
deputies so far as they are able to do 
so at ouce. Should any one liableto the 
'tax fail to get a blank form.it does not 
relievo him from the penalty of fifty per 
cent, additional of the tax due under 
the lave, if it be an individual, and the 
sura of $1000 if it bo a corporation, 
should ho fail to make proper returns 
by 
April 15, 1805. Persons making- 


false or f radulent returns are liable to 
a penalty of 100 per cent, of lawful 
tax, 


If returns are not made in'the manner 


aud within time required by the law, 
it is the duty of the collector or deputy 
collector to make the returns in the 
form prescribed, and add'the penalties 
required by law. 


Only persons hnving an income of 


SS.500 or over and corporations are re- 
quired to make returns at all, and the 
following corporations are exempt. 


"1. States, counties, or municipali- 


ties. 


3. Corporations, companies, or asso- 


ciations organized and conducted solely 
for charitable, religious, or educational 
purposes, including fraternal bemfici- 
ary societies, orders', or associations 
operating upon the lodge system and 
providing for the payment of life, sick 
and other benefits to members of such 
societies, orders, or associations, aud 
dependents of such members. 


3. The stocks, shares, funds, or se- 


curities hold by any fiduciary or trus- 
tee for charitable, religious, and edu- 
cational purposes, 


4. Building or loan associations, or 


companies which make loans only to 
their shareholders. 


5. Savings banks aad savings insti- 


tutions or other societies which shall: 


First. Have uo stockholders or mem 


bers except depositors and EO capital 
except deposits. 
^ 


Secondly, Which shall not receive 


deposits to the aggregate amount in 
any one year of more than 31,000 from 
the same depositor. 


Thirdly. Which shall not allow an 


accumulation or total of deposits by 
any one depositor exceeding S10,000. 


Fourthly, 
Which shall actually di- 


vide and distribute to its depositors 
ratable to deposits all their earnings 
over tho necessary and proper expenses 
of such banks and institutions or so- 
cieties, except such as shall be applied 
to surplus. 


Fifthly. 
Which shall not possess in 


any form a surplus _fur>d exceeding 10 
per cent of its aggregate deposits. 


0. Such savings banks, savings in- 


stitutions, or societies composed of 
members who do not participate in the 
profits thereof, and which pay interest 
or dividends only to their depositors. 


V. That part of the business of any 


savings bank, institution, or other sim- 
ilar association having a capital stock 
that is conducted on a mutual iplan 
solely for the benefit of its depositors 
on such plan, and which shall keep its 
accounts of its business conducted on 
such mutual plan separate and apart 
from its other accounts. 


S. Any insurance company or asso- 


ciation which conducts all its business 
solely u:,ion the mutual plan, and onlv 
for tho benefit of its policy holders or 
members, and having no capital stock, 
and no stoclt or shareholders, and hold- 
ing all property in trust and in reserve 
for its policy holders or members. 


9. That part of the business of any 


insurance company, having- a capital 
stock 
and stock and shareholders, 


which is conducted on the mutual plan, 
separate from its stock plan of insur- 
ance and solely for the benefit of the 
policy holders and members insured on 
such mutual plan, and holding all prop- 


erty belonging to and derived from 
said mutual part of Us business in trust 
and in reserve for the benefit of its 
policy holders and members insured on 
such mutual plan. • 


The exemption evtended in the above- 


named provisions to corporations, com- 
panies^ or associations, is intended for 
the benefit of the depositors, share- 
holders, and other beneficiaries of such 
corporations, 
companies or associa- 


tions. The corporations, as such; and 
all stockholders therein who own such 
stock as investment for capital or for 
speculative purposes, are not the in- 
tended beneficiaries" of this exemption. 


Collectors should carefully examine 


the articles of association, or charter, 
and business methods of all corpora- 
tions claiming exemption, and where 
such are found to bo operating upon 
any plan not specifically enumerated 
in the law extending such exemption, 
the collector will proceed to make re- 
,turn, if.not made by such corporation, 
'of the profits and income of such .cor- 
poration, and to enforce the collection 
of taxes thereon, as in the case of other 
corporations." 
. 


We have attempted to give only those 


facts relating to the making of returns 
to aid the readers of the TIMES in 
avoiding the possibility of incurring the 
penalties for failure to make returns 
in proper, form within the required 
time.

Schemes to Be IMicussed This' Week— 


The Pooling BUI and the Bank- 


ruptcy Bill to Be Disposed'of. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. ,11.— The 
Fifty- 


third congress has just nineteen days 
more of life. It has business enough 
.before it tqoocupy the years of a green 
old age. 'The remainder of its exist- 
ence will be taken up with a struggle 
and crush among1 rival setfemes of leg-^ 
ialation, and in the crush all - legisla- 
tion will fall to the ground.'" Nothing- 
is looked for except the appropriation 
bills, and they wll be rushed through 
without the consideration which is 
•usually accorded them. 
, 
: ., 


During1 the consideration of ,'the post 


office appropriation bill, the fate of the 
government postal car will : be deter- 
mined. Senator Vilas claims to be the 
originator of tne idea that the govern- 
ment should own the traveling post 
offices, instead of leasing them from the 
railroad companies. 


Another scheme is to .give the post- 


master general over $3,000,000 to spend 
for fast mails as he chooses and on 
exioh railroads as he sees fit. This prop- 
osition is strenuously opposed by Sena- 
tor Platt and others, who regard it as 
a grand scheme for subsidizing the 
railroads. 


It is held, too, that the condition of 


the treasury will not warrant an. in- 
creased expenditure for fast mails or 
for any other purpose, and surprise is 
expressed that so close a friend of the 
administration as Mr. Vilas should sug- 
gest such an appropriation. 


"The 
proposition is opposed also be- 


cause it is held by some to be a step in 
the direction of centralization and of 
the ownership by the government of all 
transportation facilities. .The proba- 
bility is, therefore, that the present 
arrangement will be continued. 


As soon as the post office appropri- 


ation is out of the way, Senator Butler 
will try to get his pooling bill before 
the senate. The attempt will fail. The 
resolution of Senator Butler fixes a day 
for a vote on the bill. This means a 
change Tn the senate rules, and for that 
reason it will not carry any consider- 
able support. 


The bankruptcy bill was doomed 


from the day that it was put in the 
hands of Senator George, of Mississippi, 
whose boorish manners and personal 
unpopularity prejudice any measure/in 
which he happens to be interested. 


The territorial bills will not be per- 


mitted by the republicans to show their 
heads.

TO CLEAN CARPETS. 


Care and Strength Are Needed, Bat It 


Can Be Done at Home. 


It is often the case that accidents 


happen when one is far away from a 
cleaner's or when, 
perchance, 
the 


carpet.may not.be worth the expense 
of 
the 
professional's services; 
but 


would be exti-emely ufc-efu] if put in 
good order. - 


A simple and effectual means of 


cleaning it is to rip the breadths apart, 
if the carpet is large; take one breadth 
at a time over a common kitchen table 
or wide board and tcour with prepared 
soapsuds, if necessary, or naphtha. If 
that substance is to be used, scrub 
the carpetthoroughly with an ordinary' 
scrub brush. 
If the washing- is done 


with soapsuds, it is well to rinse the 
carpet thoroughly, which may be done 
by throwing on pailfuls 
of water 


and scrubbing it out with the brush to 
rid'the fabric of the suds as nearly as 
may 
be. 
If 
the 
carpet 
shows 


symptoms of fading-, or if the colors 
"threaten to run, it is quite worth' while 
to go over it again and again with the 
brush and/ with soft cloths and re- 
move the water as rapidly as possible, 
meanwhile having the board or table 
tipped at an angle so as to allow all 
surplus-water to drain away as quickly 
as it can. This is rather slow work 
and hard work; but if well done, the 
result will be a carpet entirely cleaned, 
perfectly wholesome-and quite good 
enough for an upper room or for the 
rugs and pieces that are required in 
ever3' house.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Present Aspect of the : Unfor- 


tunate Colossal Enterprise. 


If Completed the Ureat Canal Would Be 


of \Vorlci-TVide Benefit, But In Case 


of War Woulfl -Weaken the Coastt 


Dafenie of the United States. 


The announcement was made by tele- 


graph a few weeks ago that work had 
been resumed on the Panama canal. It 
is now more than five and a half years 
since all active work on thofcanal was 
suspended. 


The enterprise h::s been most unfor- 


tunate during its whole history. The 
concession for constructing the canal 
was given, in 1877, -by the government 
of Colombia to Lieut, Bonaparte YV3rse, 
of the French^navy. He secured the 
great name and the active cooperation 
of Ferdinand de Lesseps, the successful 
builder of the Suez canal; and the canal- 
company was formed in 1879. 


The plan, says the Youth's Companion, 


was to build a sea-level canal from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. An estimate 
of the cost of the work was made by 
engineers; but Count de Lesseps cut it 
down nearly one-half, and fixed it at 
five hundred and twelve million francs- 
—a little more than one hundred mil- 
lion dollars. The enterprise was in- 
augurated with banquets and fetes, 
and with all that theatrical disp'ay of 
confidence which was characteristic of 
Count de Lesseps. The opening of the 
canal, it was promised, "should take 
place in 18S3. 


But the difficulties'of the work had 


been under-estimated to an absurd de- 
gree. . The floods of the rainy season, 
which make the Chagres river unman- 
ageable, the unhealthiness 
of the 


country, and the distance from supplies 
were some of these difficulties, and 
rendered all preliminary-calculations 
worthless. 


In 1SS7 more tn"an six hundred and 


forty million francs had been spent, 
and the work v^as .not half done. 
It 


was then estimated that the cost of 
completing the canal, not at the sea-- 
level, but with ten locks, would be six 
hundred and fifty-four million francs. 
The government of France authorized 
the company to borrow a great sum on 
lottery bonds. But the people of France 
had become 'tired of putting their 
money into the scheme. The loan, of- 
fered in Paris in December,-1888, was a 
failure; the company became bankrnpt; 
and when the funds gave out work was 
stopped. 


Then began an investigation into the 


financial working of the company. 
It 


was found that the funds of the cor- 
poration had been used right and left 
in subsidizing the press and in corrupt- 
ing the French. ministers and parlia- 
ment. 
The officers of the company 


were tried for fraud, and some of them, 
including both the old Count dc Lesseps 
and his son Charles, were found guilty 
and sentenced to undergo long terms 
of imprisonment.' Charles de Lesseps 
was imprisoned for a time, but his 
father was not compelled to go to 
prison. 


The scandals ruined the reputations 


of bankers, journalists and politicians, 
some of whom ha.cl occupied exalted 
positions; and tho whole scheme has 
fallen into such discredit that all sub- 
sequent attempts to raise large sums 
of money for the enterprise have failed. 


The present resumption of work is 


not a matter of much importance. En- 
gineers have 
estimated, since 
the 


digging ceased in March, 1839, that not 
less than nine hundred million francs 
must be expended to complete the 
canal, and the company has not a 
twentieth part of that sum in hand. 


There has always been much misrep-. 


resentatiou as to the condition of the 
work. 
1-t was not easy to disprove the 


statement make by agents of the com- 
pany. The undertaking was in too re- 
mote and unhealthy a region to be vis- 
ited and examined by persons who 
were impelled by curiosity only. 


In fact, of the forty-six miles of the 


length of the canal, _the cutting for 
about eighteen and one-half miles is 
finished to sea-level: and throughout 
the.entire length, from ocean to ocean, 
the cutting already done is from ten to 
thirty feet. 


During this time the government 


find people of the United States have 
never,been enthusiastic supporters of 
this enterprise. 
They do not wish any 


part of the American continent to be so 
subject- to any European government 
as Colombia would bo to France, were 
the canal to be finished and owned by 
a French company. 


It is a great enterprise and its com- 


pletion would be a benefit to the world. 
But a look far into the future reveals 
the possibility that, in a case of a war, 
its possession by France might cause 
the United States great injury. 


Iso doubt at some time the canal will 


be finished; but he is a bold man who 
should venture to predict when or by 
whom. 
The only safe prophecy is 


that the company now employing a 
small force on the line will not fin- 
ish it .

Prisoners are allowed 75 cents a day 
for the time confined, thus requiring 
about six cluys and a half to work out a 
common S4.SO "jag" fine.
